ACCELERATED TAX PAYMENTS 
FOR BANKS AND CORPORATIONS 
This new law requiring accelerated tax payments imposes partial prepay- 


ment of the subsequent year's tax beginning in June 1965. These 
ments” would amount to 20 percent of the estimated tax during the first year, 
35 percent during the second year and 50 percent in the third and subsequent 
years. In each case, the remainder of the tax would be payable at the time 
the return is filed. In the case of calendar year corporations, this would be 
March 15 of the following year. In simple terms, during the first full year of 
operation the corporations would pay 120 percent of the taxes they now pay, 
nd year 115 percent, and the third year 115 percent. Revenue effects 
he acce leration are as follows: 1964-65 $55.5 million, 1965-66 $30 mil- 
1d 1966-67 $44 million. 


ELIMINATE INSTALLMENT PAYMENTS 
ON BANK AND CORPORATION TAX 

Payme by corporations of this tax have been permitted in two install- 
ments following the close of the taxpayer's fiscal year. Banks have been re- 
quired to pay a portion of their tax within two and a half months of their 
year’s end and the additional amount after the final determination of the bank 
ax rate, usually in December. In abolishing provisions for installment pay 
ments for both banks and « corporations, the net revenue effect for the 1963- 64 
fiscal year is estimated at $82.7 million. Banks and corporations will, from now 
on, pay their taxes in full and in one payment on March 15, 1964 and March 
1$, 1965 for banks. No longer will they be able to pay their first installment 
in March and a later installment in September. 


ACCELERATED TAX PAYMENTS BY INSURANCE COMPANIES 

The acceleration for insurance companies requires one and one-quarter 
year's taxes to be paid in each of the four years 1964 through 1967. To illus- 
trate: In 1964, the insurance companies will pay the full tax on 1963 business 
plus the tax on premiums received in the first quarter of 1964. In 1965, they 
will pay the tax on the remaining three-quarters of 1964 plus the tax for the 
first two quarters of 1965. This will continue until 1968, at which time all pay- 
ments would be made following each quarter and only one year's tax would 
be paid during the year. 


ELIMINATION OF PERSONAL INCOME TAX INSTALLMENTS 
The elimination of installment privileges for the personal income taxpayer 
would require that he settle up in full on April 15, following the calendar
